EFFORTS TOWARDS - 
ARBITRATION. 


. Washington, Jan. 1. 

A’ most significnnt development 
is that in the Sonate, the Democra~ 
tic'leader Mr. Robinson, introduc- 
ed a resolution calling upon the 
‘United States Government to try’ 
to’ settlo. through ~ arbitration all 
disputes with Mexico affecting the 
propertyand rights ‘of the citizens 
of the United States. 

Mr. Kellogg stated that ho had 
been considering the application, 
of thé..principle ‘of: arbitration in 
this cohnection for some time. 

The Federal Council © of 
Churches .and. the American 
Federation of Labour had recently 
declared for arbitration : in the 
Mexican dispute and yeaterday & 
pro-arbitration petition Was sign-
